NEW  SENATE  NUMBERING  SCHEME 


The  United  States  Senate  has  devised  a  new  numbering  system  which  it  will  start  to 
use  for  its  publications  originating  in  the  98th  Congress.     GPO's  Classification 
and  Cataloging  Branch  will  incorporate  the  Senate's  new  system  into  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents'  existing  classification  numbers  for  these  publications. 

The  system  builds  on  the  one  which  has  been  in  use  for  Congressional  documents  and 
reports,  in  which  the  number  consists  of  the  number  of  the  Congress,  followed  by  a 
hyphen  and  a  1-up  number,  i.e.  98-1,  98-2,  etc.     An  abbreviated  designation  showing 
the  type  of  publication  will  precede  the  numbering.     Hearings  will  be  designated 
by  "S.  Hrg.,"  committee  prints  by  "S.  Prt.,"  and  miscellaneous  publications  by  "S.  Pub." 
Separate  number  sequences  will  be  used  for  each  type  of  publication. 

Part  numbers  will  be  included  in  the  numbering  when  hearings  are  issued  in  more  than 
one  volume  or  part,  for  example,  "S.  Hrg.  98-1,  pt.   1."    Hearings  held  during  one 
Congress  and  printed  in  a  subsequent  Congress  will  be  assigned  a  number  corresponding 
to  the  Congress  in  which  the  hearing  was  held.     Hearings  held  prior  to  the  98th  Congress 
will  not  have  a  number  assigned  to  them. 

The  new  system  will  be  incorporated  into  the  SuDocs  classification  schedule  as  follows: 

1.     the  class  stem  will  remain  the  same  as  at  present,  that  is,  it  will  be  assigned 
according  to  the  first-named  committee  on  the  publication;

2.     the  designation  showing  the  type  of  material  and  the  numbering  will  follow 
the  colon  in  the  class  stem. 


Examples:     Y  4.Et  3/4 : S .hrg. 98-1  (first  hearing  issued  by  the  98th  Congress) 

Y  4.Ar  7 :S. pub. 98-1  (first  miscellaneous  publication) 

Y  4.V  64/4: S .prt .98-1  (first  committee  print) 

Y  4.B  85/2: S. hrg. 98-2  (second  hearing) 


Numbering  within  any  one  class  will  not  be  sequential,  since  the  numbers  are  not 
assigned  according  to  committee.

FERC  REPORTS 


On  April  3,  1981,  the  Government  Printing  Office  surveyed  the  Federal  Energy 
Guidelines,  FERC  Reports  (item  0438-C)  and  the  Federal  Energy  Guidelines,  Statutes 
and  Regulations  (item  0438-C-01) . 

In  August  1982,  the  records  indicated  that  some  issues  in  each  set  had  never  been 
distributed  to  depositories,  and  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Federal  Energy 
Regulatory  Commission  to  get  this  material  to  those  libraries  which  select  the 
appropriate  item  numbers.

Microfiche  distribution  of  the  Federal  Register  has  begun.     Unfortunately,  this 
distribution  did  not  start  with  the  January  1,  1983,  issue.     However  the  Government 
Printing  Office  has  made  plans  to  distribute  all  missing  issues  for  those  libraries' 
who  selected  microfiche,  so  they  will  have  a  complete  set. 

On  Special  Survey  82-101,  which  appeared  on  Shipping  List  17,299,  dated  August  27, 
1982,  all  libraries  had  the  opportunity  to  select  either  paper  (item  no.  0573-C)  or 
microfiche  (item  no.  0573-D),  but  not  both.     If  no  response  was  received  from  this 
Survey,  your  library  should  have  continued  to  receive  paper.     If  both  formats  were 
indicated  on  the  scanning  sheet  that  was  returned,  we  chose  paper  for  your  library. 
Internal  problems  involving  the  proper  mailing  lists  for  each  format,  delayed  the 
microfiche  distribution  longer  than  expected.

Several  changes  have  recently  been  made  which  effect  two  groups  of  Forest  Service 
publications.     The  first  involves  draft  and  final  environmental  impact  statements  and 
related  publications.     The  second  deals  with  State  and  Private  Forestry  publications. 

In  order  to  keep  various  publications  on  a  national  forest  together  we  have  expanded 
the  scope  of  the  classes  A  13.92:  and  A  13.92/2:.     These  classes  were  established  for 
final  and  draft  environmental  impact  statements  only.     Proposed  forest  plans  and 
summaries  were  classed  in  General  publications,  A  13.2:.     Because  these  publications 
are  so  closely  related  and  meant  to  be  used  together,  we  are  now  incorporating  them 
into  the  two  classes  above.    We  have  also  included  Wilderness  Study  Reports  which  are 
also  closely  related  to  the  environmental  impact  statements. 

The  titles  of  the  two  classes  have  been  changed  to:  A  13.92:  Final  environmental 
impact  statements  and  related  materials;  and  A  13.92/2:  Draft  environmental  impact 
statements  and  related  materials.     We  have  dropped  the  use  of  numbers  in  the  class. 
All  publications  are  not  cuttered.     Publications  on  the  same  forest  are  separated  by 
a  word  added  to  the  cutter.     For  example,  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Statement,  Pike 
&  San  Isabel  National  Forests:  Comanche  &  Cimarron  National  Grasslands  is  classed: 
A  13.92/2:P  63/2.     Land  &  Resource  Management  Plan,  Proposed,  Pike  &  San  Isabel 
National  Forests  is  classed:  A  13.92/2:P  63/2/proposed . 

Thus,  the  class  A  13.92:  will  now  include  final  environmental  impact  statements, 
final  forest  plans,  and  any  summaries,  etc.  of  final  information.     A  13.92/2:  will 
include  draft  environmental  impact  statements,  proposed  plans,  Wilderness  Study 
Reports,  and  summaries  of  draft  reports. 

A  new  classification  scheme  has  been  established  for  the  Forest.  Service's  State 
and  Private  Forestry  publications.     The  majority  of  these  publications  are  issued 
in  four  series:  Forestry  Reports,  Forestry  Bulletins,  Miscellaneous  Reports,  and 
General  Reports.     These  were  classed  in  A  13.102:   (and  related  classes),  A  13.105:, 
and  A  13.106:     (and  related  classes).     Publications  which  were  not  issued  in  series 
were  classed  with  various  Experiment  Station  general  publications. 

State  and  Private  Forestry  publications  have  no  relation    to  Experiment  Station 
reports.     Also,  the  series  classes  were  not  established  in  any  clear  pattern. 
Thus,  we  have  decided  to  set  up  a  completely  separate  class  that  will  keep  all 
State  and  Private  Forestry  publications  together.     The  old  classes  have  been  discon- 
tinued.   We  will  not  reclass  any  publication  already  in  these  classes. 

We  have  also  investigated  the  publications  of  the  various  regions  of  the  Forest 

Service.     The  Forest  Service  has  informed  us  that  they  are  hoping  to  issue  all  of 

these  publications  in  series  in  the  near  future.     Thus,  we  will  wait  to  hear  more 
from  them  before  taking  any  action  on  regional  publications.
